Henry McWhorter, the pioneer, was born in New Jersey, 
Nov. 13, 1760, and when called into service during the 
Revolution he was living in Orange County, New York 
with his mother. 

The father having died, the mother was left with six 
small sons to care for. Being in straitened circumstances 
the children were bound out. Henry was apprenticed to a 
millwright, and became skilled in that following. 

At the age of 16 he enlisted as a private in the Revolu- 
tion and served his country 22 months. He had at least two 
brothers who served in the same regiment with him. 

On Aug. 1, 1783 Henry McWhorter was married in 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania to Mary Fields, a daughter of 
M. Walter Fields. They resided in Pennsylvania for a time, 
then, with their two small sons, came to Virginia (now 
West Virginia) and settled. Here a third son was born. 

At the time of his death, M. Walter Fields was living 
with his son-in-law and daughter at McWhorter’s Mill. He 
was 89 years of age when called by death, and is buried in 
the Harmony Cemetery about two miles above Jane Lew.

He was born at Gaston, Lew- 
is county, and plfchiked 
property in Buckhannon in 
1913. He was a member bf 
the now Central Methodist 
Church, and the writer knew 
him well. He had no chil- 
dren, There was not a Bush 
living in Upshur at the time 
of the first census taken in 
1860, and since that time 
county record's list the name 
but twice, indicating the 
family is almost,’ if not en- 
tirely extinct in Upshur 
county. ~ 


The writer can add a fi- 
nalle to the Bush epic in Up- 
shur as told him by Mrs. 
Charles M, Bush some years 
after She became a widow. 
The husband of a young wo- 
Mman died in Buckhannon 
leaving his widow with two 
or More young children to 
Support, one of them being 
an infant. Being poor, tt was 
necessary for:the women to 
make her way by house work 
for the neighbors. Mrs. Bush 
felt sorry for the woman 
and generally gave her 
something to do. However, 
on one visit when there was 
nothing to be done, Mrs. 
Bush gave her a quarter, 
which was considerable for 
her, being a poor woman 
herself. The next time the 
lady showed up she was 
most profuse in ‘her thanks 
for the quarter, stating that 
she had run out of snuff and 
had not had a rub for a week, 
and that Mrs. Bush had sav- 
ed her life, ‘almost, by the 
gift. To prevent it happen- 
ing again, she told Mrs. Bush 
she spent the whole quarter 
for snuff. It was more than 
Mrs. Bush could take. She 
thought of the babies yoing 
without milk, and chat she 
could not afford such extra- 


‘¥igance for herself, so har- 


dened her heart that she 
never agiain. assisted the wo- 
min. 


The foregoing is all the re- 
corded history the writer has~ 
been ‘able to locate concern- 
ing Bush’s Fort that served 
the Buckhannon community. 
from 1774 to 1782, a-pertod of 
eight years. Most events 
were recorded by Withers in 
Chronicles. of Border Wa r- 
are and largely coped ‘by oth- 
er writers. Scattered, here 


and there on the 400 pages of 
the book, the full story: is 
Slow in miaterializing. W. B. 
Cutright in the History of Up- 
shur County, borrowed this 
material from Withers and 
added a little to it. Then in 
1915 L. V. McWhorter came 
out with Border Settlers, 
again repeating Withers and 
‘adding new material. 

The purpose of this article 
is to collect under one head 
all known facts, weeding out 
those statements based en - 
tlrely on tradition, ‘and add 
what ttle may be deduced 
in the process. McWhorter 
did a wonderful lot of -re - 
search work for which the 


' historian should be thankful. 


The long record gives an in- 
sight into the character 
of the leaders and principal 
actors who founded Upshur 
county, but when it comes to 
the spies and protectors of 
the border, McWhorter boils 
it down in the closing paira- 
graph of Chapter IX of Bor- 
der Settlers. 

“Christopher Cutright (son 
of John Cutright, Jr., the 
scout) when interviewed by 
me (L. V. McWhorter) in 
connection with the deeds of 
His father and associates, 
said: ‘When William White 
and Jesse Hughes went on 
an Indian killing they tilled 
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all -vith whom they came in 
contact, not even sparing 
women and children.’” When 
asked which of these two no- 
ted scouts was the most 
desperate and cruel in his 
forays against the Indians, 
came the laconic reply: ‘It 
was about buck up.’ ‘And,’ 
mused the old man, ‘My 
father was about as bad as 
they were, and Samuel Prin- 
gle, of Sycamore tree, was 
scarce better.’ ” 

That descnibes one type of 
pioneer, the illiterate; but 
there was another class as 
represented by the Jackson 


family and .others.. J o.h.n.. 


Jackson Sr., and lis sons 
John Jr., George, Edward, 
were leaders in other fields 
than scouts and: hunters. In 
particular, Edward Jack - 
s0n was Captain of Militia in 
1787, also County Surveyor 
during the same period. He 
became 'a Justice durin & 
that year, an office he held 
for some time. 

Regardless of position and 
standing in the community, 
our pioneers had foibles and 
pecularities, even as their 
descendants at the present 
time. History is generally si- 
lent in this respect, as in 
other attributes, but court 
records for Randolph county 
for the March 1790 term, 
gives one peep behind the 
scenes, showing peace and 
pleasantness did not always 
prevall at that time among 
the ‘‘worshipful” Justices, 
and that the early settlers 
had troubles other than In - 
dian raids, 

We ‘are told that Edward 
Jackson went ‘before the 


grand jury and had his col- 
Jegue Robert Maxwell indic- 
ted for being drunk, where- 
upon Maxwell gave informa- 
tion to the Grand Jury that 
resulted in Jackson being in- 
dicted for the same offense: 
‘Jackson confessed, the rec - 
ord shows, but Maxwell 
stood trial and was ai - 
quitted. All of which seems 
not to have impaired Jack - 
son's standing in the com - 
munity, for two years later

« No doubt much took place 
at Bush’s Fort that was not 
chronicled by the historian, 
overlooked or thought unim- 
portant, with the result that 
the record is almost blank. 
As disappointing as this is, 
it is more so when it comes 
to the Fort itself, for t-ha 
record is absolutely blank — 
not a word concerning it or 
its construction, or its loca- 
tion other than it was on the 
Buckhannon river, and was 
erected some time during 
1774, a footnote merely men- 
tioning that a fort was erect- 
ed. Therefore every - 
thing that follows is pure 
conjecture based on condi - 
tions of the time and a few 
physical features visible +o 
the past generation, but now 
as departed as the fort build- 
ing itself. . 


One naturally. wonders how 
large the building was and 
what it looked like. It was 
undoubtedly built of logs, 
probably round logs with 
the cracks chinked with clay, 
‘small stones or poles. On 
page 167 of Cutright's His- 
tor of Upshur Co. is shown 
& pen sketch of the supposed 
appearance of Bush's Fort 
‘2 small two - story log struc- 
ture, not over 15 by 20 feet, 
ds: “Built in reply to the 
many letters of Major Gen- 
eral Connolly proxy of Earl 
of Dunmore, sent out in 1774 
to build and retire into forts 
as the Indians are mad.” 


That picture does not coin- 
cide wih the idea of the writ- 
er as to construction and 
size of the fort, nor does it 
agree with thie ideas of L. V. 
McWhorter, who thought it 
might be a flaumily residence, 
but built larger and more 
substantial to repel Indian 
attack. There is no record of 
the fort ever having been at- 
With lam overhanging second 
story. The caption under it 
tacked, although one appears 
to have been in the of fing 
when it was deserted and 
later burned, 


When the first census was 
taken in 1785 by Hdward 
Jackson, in compliance with 
& court order, thirteen fami- 
lies were listed as living. in 
the area bounded by Cut- 
right Run on the south, the 
Pringle Tree on the north, 
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and Lorentz on the west. 
There were probably no 
more families here during 
the period 1774-1782, The cen-" 
sus did not take imto ac. 
count the number of women 
and children, so the total 
population is not known. But 
the John Schoolcraft family 
had ten children, making 
twelve in that one family, 
and if other families averag- 
ed three or four to the fam- 
ily, it can ‘be seen that the 
fort, to be effective, would 
have had to be large enough 
to accomodate laround fi £ ty 
persons, if all repadred to it 
at one time. That would indi- 
cate a rather large pullding, 
even for cramped quarters. 
Therefore, it may be assum- 
ed the building was two story 
as pictured by Cutright, 


it has been said this was 
Stockade fort, the enclosure 
covering a half acre or more 
of ground. Some say the 
Stockade was built when the 
fort wals erected. Others say 
it was built during 1777 or 
1778, during warfare, when a 
second warning was sent to 
outlying posts to strengthen 
their defenses. Be’ that ‘ais it 
may, here is no evidence 
whatever to substantiate the 
Claim that the fort had ‘a 
stockade, though we may 
assume it had. A spring or 
well supplied water for the 
fort, and if there was a stocit- 
ade, the spring was within it, 
The fort was also served by 
2 stone outhouse or stor e- 
house, said to measure 14 by 
20 feet, Stated to be about 28 
feet distant from the fort, but 
in what. direction the. histor- 
ian failed to state. It is not 
known what service this 
building afforded, and Mc- 
Whorter does not know whie- 
ther it was within the stock- 
‘ade wail, or not, but it ap- 
pears reasonable to him that 
it should have-been. 


All evidence of the fort dis- 
appeared. a: hundred-yeqrs” 
ago but the ruins of the stone 
building remained much 
longer. In passing, the writer 
will point out that there jg no 
evidence to show this stone 
building was associated with 
the fort; in fact, it may have 
been the residence of J ohn 
Bush, for it must be remem- 
bered that in 1784 George 
Jackson was living Ina stone 
house on what is mew Island 
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Avenue at the eastern Ap - 
proach of town. The writer 
has not attempted to learn 
who owned the fort stte from 
1785 to 1815, but in the. later 
year George Jackson, who 
then lived in Clarksburg, 
sold 400 lacres to Nicholas 
Heavner, who built a two - 
story log house near the fort 
site in 1816, the year Buck- 
hannon was founded. His son 
Ellas, who built the three 


story front to the Valle yo 


House Hotel in 1868, then oc- 
cupled the place, his son, 
Major Jacob Heavner, later 
owning it. Itds reported that 
the Major hauled awiay 150 
wagon loads of stone from 
the fort site, and it was not 
known how much was re- 
moved prior to that time. 
The great amount of stone 
was a puzzle to L. V. Mc~- 
Whorter, who could not ac - 
count for it unless a large 
stone chimney covered each 
end of the house, which m+ 
terial added to stone .used 
for the foundation and chimk- 
ing, ‘and the storage buliding 
explained it, The building of 
the fort and the stone out 
building indicates quite a 
labor problem with tools then 
in use, so It is reasonable to 
Suppose it was not ‘a one-man 
Job, but ‘a community or “log 
rolling’' proposition, While 
the building was a commun- 
ity affair, it was erected on 
the farm of John Bush, which 
accounts for the name, Bush 
Fort, otherwise Buckhannon 
Fort, : : 
The next question that 
comes to mind is, just where 
was the fort located on the 
farm. The’ past generation 


knew the answer to that: 


question, and the writ- 
er could have known haid he 
been interested in such thing 
when a young man. The only 
record at hand is given by 
McWhorter in Border Settl - 
ers and he was on the 
ground when remains of the 
stone out building were still 
In evidence. He states the 
fort stood on a slight emin- 
ence on a flat on the north 
side of the valley wbout 275 
paces from a point on the 
river where Col. George 
Jackson's Mill was located. 
McWhorter displayed two 
pictures taken by Miss Jo 
McAvoy in 1909 taiken from 
the supposed fort site, and 
another showing the spot 
where Capt. White was shot, 
in relation to the fort site. 
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From the physicai aspects 
of the Jancdscape, compared 
with those in the pictures it 
IS Bn easy matter to deter- 
mine the exace spot where 
the photographer stcod when 
the pictures were snapped. 
Using these three pictures as 
a base, the writer made a 
careful survey and measure- 
ment to determine the fo |- 
lowing facts, 


Fort Location 


At the point on the Post 
Mill road where the Bush 
Fort marker is placed, there 
is a driveway turning squar- 
ly off to the right to lead 
through the outer boundary 
of the new cemetery on the 
Tight side of the road. This 
driveway completely encir - 
cles Little Indian Knob. At 
the highest point on this 
driveway, just before it dips 
over to the first down grade, 
aDout 50 feet to the left 
(north), just 300° feet from 
the Fort marker at the foot 
of Big Indian Knob, in the 
distant foreground, is where 
McWhorter placed the Fort, 
in a rectangular tract mea- 
sured roughly by the grave 
Stones of the Percy Gould, 
Ward - Thrash, Wilson CG. 
Hefner and the James Laie 
Ellis families, 


The spring was 150 feet 


. due north from this point, 


at.the base of Little Indian 
Knob, nothing now to indi: 
cate its existance other than 
‘& green'spot in the grass of 
the slight depression, Grave 
markers ‘of the Swisher- 


‘Brown families: mark the 


spot. The spring was tile 
drained a number of years a- 
go to empty in a drain head- 
ing just above the fort mark- 
er, and flowing south just 
east of it to empty into. the 
Buckhamnon river south of 
the old part of the cemetery. 
The gully is being presently 
filled and within a. felw years 
that marker will also have 
disappeared, 

The stone outbuilding, 
erected for whatever pur- 
pose, was 28 feet southwest 
of the spring, according to 
McWhorter. That would 
place it near the drain or 
overflow from the spring, 
probably nearer the fort than 
the spring, and closer to. Big 
indian Knob “han the spring, 
or fort. If may hive been on 
stoping ground to the left of 
the fort as one fares Rie 
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‘The bench or flat on which 
the fort stood was Tather un- 
usual in one respect. While 
the slope was from the fort 
on a sides, that to the east; 
‘and south was rather steep, 
a8 noted heretofore, the slope 
to the north was towlard Lit. 
le Indian Knob and to the 
west to Big Indian Knob, 
Whereas one would think the 
slope to be away from the 
hills rather than toward 
them. : 

There ‘ts an outcrop of 
sand stone on the high 
ground along the highway, 
‘and since the area is under- 
laid by rock, it would ap - 
pear that the digging of a 
trench, probably two feet 
deep, sufficiently extensive 
for the construction, of a 
stockade wall would be a 
kingsize job with ‘the tools 
use in that day. . 

An examination of the site 
indicates the fort could have 
stood'a hundred feet or more 
closer to the spring than in- 
dicated by the pictures and 
distance from the river “in 
Strides, and if there was a 
stockade enclosing the f's.r t 
and the spring, it was more 
than likely the fort was clos- 
er the spring than pictured, 
for there was no point in a 
large stockade area when 
work could be lessened by 
placing the fort closer to the 
spring. : . 

McWhorter stated the fort 
stood on a slight eminence 
on & flat on the north side 
of the valley, In fact, the em- 
inence ‘appears to be a bench 
on the south slope of Little 
Indian Knob, the slope con- 
tinuing from. the -eminence, 
or bench, to'the south and 
west at a.rather steep en - 
cline until the present rail- 
road grade is reached; where 
it levels out into valley, The 
fort site is now entirely with- 
in the newer part.of the cem- 
etery. 

All in-all, as.McWhorter re- 
marked, it was nota ver y. 
strategic location for the fort 
since an Indian bullet could 
reach if from ‘the top of Lit 
tle Indlan Knob and Big In- 
dian Kiob would serve 18 a 
plee from which to spy. 
With so much level ground 
available one would think it 
would be more advisable to 
locate nearer the river. 
Where all the stone was pro- 
cured remains a puzzle, but 
probebly its availability at 


, that spot, as well as the 

‘ spring, were the deciding 
Sactors. There is no evidence 
of a-quarry in the neighbor. 
hood. Not knowing facts or 
conditions, one surmise is as 
good as another, 


Fort Marker Error 


Two errors ‘have Shipped in, 
The-Bush Fort marker erec- 
ted’ in 1922 by the Elizabeth 
lame Chapter of the DAR., 
lists the fort as erected in 
1773; ‘whereas the correct 
date is 1774: The-John Fink 
marker shows he was killed 
by Indians February 15, 1782 
whereas: Withers. gives the 
date as February 8th, just 
exactly one-month prior to 
the shooting of Capt. White. 

| With reference to White, two 
‘dates being given, Cutright 
Stated! “The reason for, the 
two dates is that Henry 
Westfall in his notes says it 
occurred in 1782, (same date 
given by Withers), while the 
tombstone over -the grave of 
White in the Heavner: Ceme- 
tery bears: the date 1795."

While traveling through the beautiful, 
mountainous areas of West Virginia, Maryland, and 
Virginia, that so many of our ancestors traversed as 
they headed west, three of us--Anne Donald, Ardis 
Lamb, and myself, Lolita Guthrie, discovered for 
ourselves the information that follows and want to 
share it with all of you.

Perhaps you 
are actively participating in some preservation of 
records project at this time.

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Rule No. 1: Tracing your family's history is fun! 


All of us use our 5- (or 7-, or 8-) generation chart as a map or outline for 
travelling back through years and movements of our families. 


So--three of us have, for the past six years, been placing dots on the map of pri- 
marily mid-Atlantic states; then using these towns as destinations on annual 5- to 8-day 
trips from Bowling Green, Ohio. 


We may not come back with a single additional line filled in on any of our three, 
quite different, ancestor charts. But we feel rewarded and enriched for having traversed 
some of the same geographic areas through which our ancestors migrated. We've sampled 
some terrific ethnic and area foods; visited arts and crafts exhibits; walked through 
old cemeteries; listened to the birds; lingered to enjoy the mountainous views and 
and meadow flowers; marvelled at historical works of early pioneers on canals, mills, 
roads, homes, and other buildings.- Not least of all, we've been amazed at the effort of 


so many who, cumulatively, have preserved for our_use and those to come~~the vital 
records of county courthouses, churches, and individual researchers. 


The roadmap at the top of these first two pages shows the route of our fall~1986 trip 
(after leaving Hacker's Creek Gathering in Lewis County, West Virginia) which took us to 
seven courthouses in four days--hardly long enough to fix in our minds what each individ- 
ual building looked like. Time did not permit us to visit more than two or three local 
libraries. 
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In two of these courthouses we stumbled upon some pages which we felt were clues to 
further research and deserved publication in Hacker's Creek Journal, as well as other 
genealogical audiences, to arouse an awareness to their existence. In addition--all who 
take the time to read these pages from Winchester in Frederick County, Virginia, and 
Martinsburg in Berkley County, West Virginia, should pursue similar searches for little- 
publicized collections in their own hometowns (be it anywhere from coast to coast) and 
Start the ball rolling for preservation and availability of these so-easily-lost-forever 


records,

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(The following information was found tucked into the front pocket of a Deed Book in 
the Courthouse in Winchester, Frederick County, Virginia. No date was given. The 
photocopy had a hand-written note in the top left corner "Original copy in Safe.")

. Among the many historical facts to be obtained from this great accumulation of 
records, certainly not the least interesting, is the story they tell of the office 
itself and its travels. Begun in 1743 by Col. James Wood the first Clerk of the 
County, the first books are in his hand-writing. Col.Wood had teen one of the early 
surveyors of the Shenandoah Valley and the records were at first kept in his office 
near his home, just west of Winchester, until 1745 when there is mention of the : 
records being removed to the new log court house in Winchester. Just when they were 
removed to the first Clerk's Office, also made of logs, has not been ascertained. 
But it is known that it was before 1756, for in that year they were hurriedly removed 
to Fort Loudoun, when the news reached Winchester: that hostile Indians had appeared 
in the Clowser and Rosenberger settlements and along the Little North Mountain. 
After some time the records were again returned to the Clerk's Office. This old log 
office was frequently complained of as inadequate, and in 1780 a stone building with 
brick floors and vaulted roof was built. During the erection of this building the 
records were stored in the Court house. This stone Clerk's Office proved too damp 
for the effective preservation of the records and in 1832 the present, and third Clerk's 
Office was built, and again for a time the records were in the Court house. 


During the War Between the States the entire contents of the office were carefully 
placed in stout boxes made for the purpose and hauled by teams to a farm house near 
Luray, and hidden. This appears to have been done in 1861, and they remained there 
for about a year and then returned to Winchester and were stored in the vault of the 
old Bank of Winchester. In 1864 they were again taken to Page County and were not 
brought back until 1866. Since that time they have made three more trips to the 
court house and a portion of them were for a while in the City Hall, at the various 
times improvements and additions to the Clerk's Office have been made. 


It is a high tribute to the Clerks and other County officials that during the 
one hundred and ninety-eight years of their history, their journeys and removals both 
in time of peace and amid the commotions of three major wars, that only three books are 
known to have been lost. The old Clerk, T. K. Cartmell, states that they were lost 
during the War Between the States. Certainly they have never been in the Office during 
the memory of persons now living. The missing books were: 
Superior Court Deed Book No, 1 
Superior Court Will Book No. 3 (copy not clear for _) 
County Court Order Book 1856 - 1862. 


The loss of these books has in a large measure been repaired through the efforts 
of Mr. Julian W. Baker, the present Clerk of the County, who for a considerable 
period of years has gleaned from concomitant records information which largely replaces 
the lost books. 


The records may be described as consisting of these general classifications: 
(1) Documentary (2) Books of Record. 


The documentary records are composed chiefly of the suit papers filed in the 
thousands of suits which have been litigated in the various Courts of Frederick County 
since the first Court convened November 11, 1743, almost two hundred years ago. These 
papers were formerly stored in the two upstairs rooms of the old Clerk's Office in 
wooden cases and when packed for removal to the new office, one hundred and fifty-six 
bushel baskets were required to contain them. These papers have now been filed, 
according to years and according to the court in which they belonged, in one hundred 
and ninety steel transfer cases in vertical stacks, located on the balcony. New labels 
and new tape were provided only for the bundles needing them, and this required fifty 
quires of paper and one thousand three hundred and fifty yards of tape. 
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(Frederick County, Virginia court records—-continued) 


These documents are now for the first time, clean, protected and accessible for 
reference. While filing these papers, the commissions and qualifications of all 
county officials and officers, down to this day, that I was able to find, were 
segregated and the commissions signed by the various Governors of Virginia, making an 
interesting and valuable collection. 


The remainder of the documentary records consist of wills, original deeds, 
vouchers, papers relating to roads, petitions, licenses of all kinds and a great mass 
of miscellany. These have all been placed in steel document files on the balcony 
arranged according to years and to the Courts to which they belonged, and for the 
first time in the history of the County, the marriage records which begin in 1772, are 
all together and accessible. 


The officials of Frederick County may now enjoy the satisfaction of knowing that 
with the recent enlargement and improvement of the Clerk's Office and the additional 
filing equipment, the documentary records are now in better condition for their 
preservation and accessibility than has ever been the case in the long history of the 
County. 

The other general classification - the books of record ~ consists of one 
hundred and eighty-four deed books, fifty-nine will books, and the order and minute 
books of the various Courts; rule books, fee books, execution books, bond books, and 
the miscellaneous books required by law to the large total of one thousand one 
hundred and seven. All of these books were cleaned by vacuum process, and the older 
and less used were stored on the balcony in steel cabinets provided with doors and 
locks. A description of the contents of each has been affixed to the inside of the 
cabinet doors. Because of the over-crowded condition of the old office, many of 
these books had been piled on the floors of the upstairs rooms and were in grave 
jeopardy. 


In these locked cabinets have also been placed the more valuable original wills, 
deeds, marriage bonds and other papers of great age and historical value. These 
papers were flat filed and securely wrapped to protect them from light and dust. 


In explanation of the presence of this large mass of records in the Frederick 

County Clerk's Office, it should be stated that the old original Frederick County 
had but three boundaries, viz: the Blue Ridge Mountains on the east, the Potomac 
River on the north, the Fairfax Line (present Shenandoah~Rockingham line) with 
projections on both ends, on the south and extended to the westward indefinitely. For 
many years all the conveyances of real estate, all of the wills and estate accounts 
of this vast area were recorded in our Clerk's Office and nearly all of the litigation 
of the inhabitants took place in the Frederick County Court. After the Revolution 
and as the country became more thickly settled, various appellate courts were 
established by the Commonwealth of Virginia, having jurisdiction in this section and 
which sat in Winchester and kept their records in the Frederick County Clerk's Office. 
Therefore, our Clerk's Office contains the records of the following Courts: 

The County Court 1743 to 1904 

The Superior Court of Chancery 1801 to 1831 

The District Superior Court for the Winchester District 1788 to 1809 

The Circuit Superior Court from 1809 to 1853 

The present Circuit Court from 1853 and still in existence 

The Office also contains the records of the Board of Supervisors 

from 1869 to the present day. 


All of these papers are required by law, I am informed, to be kept, and though it 
may seem an unfair burden and a sort of inherited obligation, nevertheless it is a burden 
that has been borne and an obligation that has been met in a very fine way by the present 
Board of Supervisors by the recent enlargement of the office and the excellent new 
filing equipment installed. (no signature to indicate author)

NOTES CONCERNING THE ADDITION OF HISTORIC RECORDS 2 THROUGH 17TO THE 
BERKELEY COUNTY COMMISSION'S COLLECTION. (This will be given in some detail 
so as to present what we regard as the growth of a significant archival 
strategy that could prove useful in other counties as one way to help cope 
with the local history record problem.) 


When Mrs. Bergen moved to Winchester to live with her niece, Nancy Kate 
Latimer (Mrs. W. Bruce Porterfield, 342 Fox Drive), because of the decline in 
her health, she gave a number of her papers and rolls to Francis Silver for 
the Berkeley County Historical Society. These have now been xeroxed into 
Historic Records 15, 16, and 17. The originals of these are currently with 
the Historical Society Archives. __ Peps iets Saat 


After Mrs, Bergen died, 1 Aug 1973 (obituary, Mtbg. Journal, 8/2/1973, 

page 2; also in HR-1 page ), frequent discussions were held between members 

of the staff of the county clerk's office regarding a suitable memorial for her. 
Finally it was felt that something involving her records would be most suitable. 
Virginia L, Kershner began collecting a fund for a memorial, Helen L. Vickers 
kept insisting that the papers should be put in "deed books." Jean S. Oliver 
and Luvina M. Frye kept emphasizing the need to take some action before something 
happened to the papers and they were lost. John W. Small, Jr., the county clerk, 
said his office would be willing to house the records and encouraged the project. 


The first thinking was that if we obtained the records, they would be ina 
filing cabinet, but the question of keeping such a collection in order and no 
papers disappearing was a substantial one. A few weeks after Mrs. Bergen's 
death, Wm, B. Smail and F. Silver stopped to pay their respects at Nancy Kate's 
home, The question of the papers came up and Nancy Kate took Bill and Prank 
down in the basement to see the papers so that they could get some idea of what 
was involved. Nancy Kate said both she and her husband thought that the papers 
should be returned to Berkeley County, since that is what they concerned. At 
first they were willing to have the fiées taken to the county clerk's office. 
After ‘re-reading Mrs, Bergen's will, they realized that she wanted Nancy Kate to 
keep the papers, Finally it was decided that the 2 file drawers of family 
folders and some other items, chiefly indexes, would be loaned for xeroxing into 
books and then returned to Winchester, so as to comply with the will, and yet 
make the papers available in Berkeley County. The 2 file drawers contained 24 
linear inches each, or 48" total. Much of the contents were on tissue carbons, 
typed on both sides, averaging 160 pages per inch, or nearly 8,000 pages for the 
48", The files were screened and personal items removed by Mr. & Mrs. Porterfield. 


The task of xeroxing the books had 4 components: (1) John W. Smail, Jr. 
agreed that the county clerk's office would house the completed books; (2) 
Wm. B, Small and F, Silver agreed to go get the papers and xerox them into 
record books without compensation; (3) The Gounty Commission agreed to absorb 
the xerox charge, estimated at around $500.00; (4) The Commission said their 
budget would not permit them to absorb the cost of the books, estimated at 
$1,500.00 to $1,600.00. Wm. B. Small and F. Silver agreed to try to raise funds 
by popular suscription to pay for purchase of the books, Later, on motion of 
John Wright, approved by Edmond S. Williams and Robert L. Burkhart, the court 
authorized the expenditure of $1,300.00 from the contingency fund for books, 
although this does not appear in the minutes, having been inadvertently ommitted 
from minute book 20 page 363, following the letter. 
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There are items in Minute Books 20, page 363 and Book 21 pages 88 and 112 
that apply to the Bergen Papers. The sixteen books cost about $1200.00 
The reason being that after the first 3 had been purchased it was discovered by 
talking to Casto & Harris that having the book headings printed on only 1 side 
cost $20.00 per book. To have them printed on both sides would have cost $40.00 
per book, so it was decided to stamp the books instead and save this cash outlay. 
The xeroxing was actually begun on the 2nd of August 1974, and completed on the 
25th of June 1975. Organizing, returning records to Winchester, stamping pages, 
and family folder indexing was completed about a month later on 29 July 1975. 
The total hours for F. Silver were 356.41 which at $6.00 per hour comes to 
$2,138.46, Wm. B. Smali's hours were 280.26, which at $4.00 per hour comes to 
$1,121.04, or a total Labor contribution of 3,259.50 for both, The forebearance 
and assistance of Eileen M. Myers and Eloise B. Knaggs of the xerox room of the 
county clerk's office during the prolonged and difficult xerox. ing period is 
gratefully acknowledged. A newspaper announcement appears on page 20 of the 
April 8, 1974 Martinsburg Journal. Other mention appears in newspaper accounts 
of Historical Society Meetings.

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Perhaps.at least as important as the actual money contributed was the show 
of support and approval of this project. This gave encouragement to those 
involved in the program and to the county officials when doubts arose as to the 
wisdom of this new venture. The other moral support came from those who came in 
to use the papers and expressed such gratitude for their availability. 


As we worked on this project, we came to consider 3 things as highly significant 
archivally in relation to local history: 


1. The establishment of a series of Historic Record Books to preserve 
in an archival fashion records that would ordinarily not be well 
kept. Some of the elements of good archival practice are, good 
linen record paper, durably bound books, seriaily numbered, page 
numbered, indexed, looseleaf for xeroxing, microfilmed for security 
purposes and for availability at other archives. Mrs. Bergen 
started this series with the approval and funding of the county 
court and Eugene Dunham, the county clerk at that time, and so 
broke the ground for this endeavor. The idea of putting her 
records in later books of this series was a logical extension of 
what she began. The idea was originated by Helen L. Vickers, 
chief deputy county clerk. This helped develop the concept of 
a special series of local history books. 


2. The second breakthrough is the demonstration of how a cooperative 
effort between government bodies (county commission, county clerk's 
office, county surveyor's office), civic organizations (Historical 
Society and Adam Stephen society helped promote the fund drive), 

media (newspaper and radio station), public spirited citizens 
(Mrs. Bergen, Mr. and Mrs. Porterfield, and contributors) and 
volunteer effort all combined to make a splendid addition to 
preservation and organization of local historical records, 


3. The necessity for timely, appropriate, imaginative action so 
that copies of local records can be made available locally for 
local scholars to use, and not just available somewhere else, 
perhaps hundreds of miles away, or not available at all.

The following news release appeared in the Martinsburg Journal, 4/8/1974, page 290 
CHRISTINE BERGEN MEMORIAL FUND ESTABLISHED 


John W. Small, Jr., County Clerk of Berkeley County, announces that Mrs. 
Russell (Christine) Bergen's genealogical papers have been loaned to the County 
for duplication into record books, by their owner, her niece, Mrs. W. Bruce 
Porterfield of 342 Fox Drive, Winchester, Va. (formerly Nancy Kate Latimer of this 


-eity) 
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The archival plan is to xerox the papers into some 15 or 16 record books, 
similar to those used for recording deeds. The books will add on to the series 
begun a number of years ago by Mrs. Bergen, titled, "Miscellaneous Historical 
Records No. 1." It has been decided to shorten the title of subsequent books, 
for easier reference to "Historic Record No. 2, 3,etc., Berkeley County, West 
Virginia. Christine Bergen Papers." : 


It is felt that this will provide a most suitable memorial for the many 
years of dedicated service that M-s. Bergen gave to collecting and organizing 
the genealogical history of this county. 


After the books have been completed, they are to be microfilmed and a copy 
put in a storage vault and one given to the Martinsburg-Berkeley County Public 
Library. 


The County Court will absorb the $500.00 estimated for Xerox rental. Labor 
for xeroxing and microfilming will be donated. Employees of the County Clerk's 
office have raised a small fund to buy microfilm. The problem of buying the 
record books still remains, estimated at about $1,600.00. The County Court's 
budget has already been fully committed for the forthcoming year, so an account 
titled "Christine Bergen Memorial Fund," has been opened at the M & F Bank to 
receive contributions to buy the record books. Contributoos to this fund are 
invited to make their contribution to Wm. B, Small or Frank Silver at the Court 
House. The names of individuals or organizations making contributions will be 
inscribed in the introduction to the series in the beginning of the first book 
of the series.

Gentlemen: 


The County has been the recipient of the generosity and good judgement 
of Mrs, Christine Bergen's heir, Mrs. Bruce Porterfield (Nancy Kate Latimer) in 
making her files of genealogicai records available to the Court House for copying. 


These records are,for the most part, typewritten and rather well organized 
alphabetically by family folders. They represent several decades of intense 
activity on the part of this highly knowledgeable and nationally known and 
respected genealogist, in our court house records, studying and documenting 
Berkeley County families. 
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In addition to their interest to genealogists, these records will provide 
information that is vital to surveyors, attorneys, and property owners in making 
boundary record studies and title searches. Where intestate inheritance or 
inheritance by will orrurs, genealogical evidence often becomes crucial in 
establishing solid chains of title and boundary. For example, in my current 
work for property owners in the Harlan Spring area, her genealogical files of 
the Harlan family and of Lewis Burwell provided information essential to making 
a‘sound survey that will hold up in court. Such records are also important for 
certain types of medical research such as genetic research and epidemiology. 


The managers of tae archival library in the County Clerk's Office have 
suggested that we xerox her papers into books similar to the half size deed 
books now in current use. This would provide a book and page number for easy 
referencing and documentation. We propose to extend the series begun by her, 
with Court approval, some years ago. The books will be titled, "Historic 
Record. No, 2, 3, 4, etc. Christine Bergen Papers." 


After xeroxing, the books can be microfilmed and copies of the film 
furnished to other repositories such as our own public library. 


These papers will provide a wonderful basic tool for scholars of our 
county records, both from within and from outside the county. It will also 
serve as the perfect memorial for this remarkable woman,
